SIX KILLED; A SCORE 
HURT IN EXPLOSION. 


Disaster Wrecks Edison Cement Plant 
in-New Jersey—Bodies of Workmen 
in the Burning Ruins at New 
Village Near Stewartsville. 
Special .to The New York. Times. 
STEWARTSVILLE, N. J., March 2.—An 
explosion in the Edison Portland cement 
plant, at New Village, two. miles east of 
here, this evening, killed six persons and 
injured a score of others. Preperty valued 
at $100,000 was destroyed. 
The’ explosion occurred at 5:40 o’élock, 
just as the shifts were changing from day 
to night forces, and many were injured 
whose names it is yet impossible to learn. 
The plant employs about 350 men on each 
force. The causé of the disaster is un- 
known. “The éxplosion was in the coal } 
blower house, where the coal is groutid to 
dust to be fed tothe burners which trans- 
eferm-the chalk into cement clinker ready 
for grinding into cement. It may have been 
caused by ‘spontaneous combustion. . The 
flying timbers and machinery injured many 

persons after the explosion had ended. _— 

As soon as the news spread the work- 
men’s families rushed to the plant, women 
and children screaming, and calling for 
their husbands and fathers, who were sup- 
posed to be in the wreckage. Messages 
were sent to this place and Washington for 
physicians, and the Fire Department of the 
latter place was called out.” It was car- 
ried to the scene on a special train. 

The excitement was augmented by the 
fact that there were seventy tons of coal- 
dust in the bins, and it was believed that 
it was Hable to explode at ahy moment, 
spreading fire to the oil tanks to the south 
of the coal-blower house. Flames ‘sdon 
started in the wrecked building, and it 
seemed that a general conflagration would 
ensue. That, however, was averted, though 
the coal-blewer house,.. the cold-storage 
— and the coal -dryer house are in 
ruins. 

The coal blower house was 150 by 75 feet 
three stortes high. The -cold-storage house 
was by 20, ‘and the coal-drier house 
50 by 70, each being three stories in 
height. A special train. was fruh from 
Easton to take the injured from the wreck 
to the Easton Hospital. Coroner L. N. 
Shrope of ‘Warr@m County en an un-.- 
dertaker to care for the dead. 

The scene about the wreck Was ‘horrify- 
ing. Men whose faces were burned to a 
crisp were crying piegusty for help, and 
the bodies of the dead could be seen where 
the flames were gradually creeping toward 
them.

London Times Says Lord Lansdowne 
Doés Not Realize the Country’s 
Attitude.

LONDON, March 3.—In an editorial 
article on the debate on the Venezuelan 
affair in the House of Lords yesterday, 
The Times says that Lord Lansdowne 
unfortunately showed that he did not ap- 
preciate the objections entertained in 
England to co-operation with Germany. 
He has persistently treated them as if 
they were founded on nothing but re- 
sentment aroused by the indiscriminate 
German abuse of Great Britain during 
the South African war. The Times adds: 

“He and the Government make a 
grave mistake in- thus misapprehending 
public opinion. If the mistake happens to 
be shared by the German Government 
the sooner both car open their eyes and 
look at the facts the better it will be for 
everybody. * * * This country does not 
wish any entanglement with Germany 
that can possibly be avoided. It will re- 
main uneasy and dissatisfied until as- 
sured that this is fully understood by 
the Foreign Office.”’

Muskegon and Duluth Mef to Pay Be- 
tween $6,000,000 and $8,000,000 
for Virginia Wood. 
Special to The New York Times. 

DULUTH, Minn., March 2.—What is said 
to be the most important transaction in 
white pine timber on record is being closed 
here. it invdlves from $6,000,000 to $8,000,- 
000, and the largest bunch of virgin white 
pine left in the United States. Charles F. 
Ruggles. of Muskegon, Mich., and asso- 
ciates, together with W. H. Cook and oth- 
ers of Duluth, are the buyers, and pine 
men of Wausau, Wis., are the sellers. 

There are more than 2,000,000,000 feet of 
standing pine of good quality involved in 


the transaction, together with the Duluth, 
Virginia and Rainy Lake Railway, which 
is now being built northward through the 
timber to the Canadian boundary. 

Messrs. Ruggles, Cook; and their asso- 
ciates will now push the railway to the 
Canadian line and will market the timber, 
cutting it for mills here and elsewhere. 
They are building a mill at Virginia and 
will build more, while they have contracted 
to deliver many million feet annually to 
mills owned by other concerns. 

In addition to the vast quantity of white 
pine there are enormeus quantities of 
spruce for paper making, cedar, tamarack, 
and hard woods.

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WIRE ROPE FOR NEW YACHT. 


Severe Tests Ordered for the Wire Be- 
fore\Its Acceptance. 


Special to The New York Times. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 2.—The John A. 
Roebling’s Sons’ Company has just com- 
pleteé an order for 24,000 feet of wire rope 
to be used for rigging upon the yacht now 
being built to defend tha America’s Cup. 
This rope ranges from % inch to 1% inches 





| in diameter, and is composed of six strands, 


each strand consisting of nineteen wires 
twisted together. The rope used for the 


standing rigging all contains a wire centre, 
while the running rope has the strands 
twisted around a hemp centre in order to 
give greater pliabfility. The large sail area 
of the new boat will bring a severe strain 
upon the rigging, and the failure of any 
part of it during a race would be disas- 
trous. This detail of construction has been 
conridered so important in past trial races 
thet yachts. showing admirable sailing 
qualities have been rejected na or 
doubts of the strength of the rig 

In order to prevent this con ition the 
s ifications under which the ging for 
the new yacht was made required that 
pieces of all the different ropes should be 
tested before making shipment, and show 
a strength varying from 4% tons for the 
smallest up to 94tons for the largest diam- 
eters. To obtain this the highest grade of 
steel which could be obtained for the. pur- 
pose was used in drawing the wires. These 
wires were tested before stranding, and the 
tensile strength of the greater part was 
found to be over 300,000 pounds per square 
inch, while the finished rope developed for 
the breaking tests a strength from 15 to 
20 per cent. higher than that called for in 
the specifications. In order to prevent 
weakening by rust the rope has been heav- 
ily galvanized.

THE OPPOSITION TO THE ALDRICH 

. BILL. 

The Treasury continues to make large 
drafts upon the country’s supply of 
money, and these withdrawals—in the 
form of customs receipts—must become 
. heavier as imports increase. Yet there 

_ is presented to the eyes of the people the 
astonishing spectacle of an obstructive 
cabal of two or three Senators organized 
for the avowed purpose of preventing 
the passage of the Aldrich bill to enabie 
the Secretary of the. Treasury to restore 
these revenue moneys to the channels of 
trade by depositing them in banks upon 
ihe security of certain specified classes 
of bonds. | 

A most unpleasant rumor is heard in 
Washington in explanation of these ob- 
structive tactics. The story goes that 
certain Senators are “short of the mar- 
ket.” It is very well known. that in the 
financial district of this city the passage 
of the Aldrich bill is earnestly desired. 
Stock market pricés would naturally be 
expected to rise on the passage of this 
- pill; afd to fall if it should fail. Reason- 
ing in this way, it is said, the Senatorial 
“pool” has sold stocks short, counting 
upon reaping its profit when prices 
break under the news that the bill has 
no chance of passing at this session. The 
story is almost too shocking for belief. 
But if Wall Street has evidence of its 
truth it might not be difficult in the 
present narrow and dull market to give 
mercenary Senators a taste of the un- 
cértainties of speculation, especially upon 
thé short side. At any rate, it is likely 
that the contingency of the defeat of 
the Aldrich bill has already been dis- 
counted by the market after its fashion. 
Jt passes understanding how any Sen- 
ator, no matter from what State he may 
come, can with a mind at once intelligent 
and honest oppose this bill. It is a méas- 
uré not for the relief of Wall Street, but 
for averting from the whole codntry the 
grave inconvenience and loss of a cur- 
rency shortage. The small communities 
would suffer from it as sorely as the 
money centres. A large number of 
small banks have been established in the 
jast three years. Each one of these, by 
supplying the money needs of a commu- 
nity, has promoted the development of 
business, which in turn demands more 
money for daily use and constant 
gtowth. High money rates and a fevered 
market in New York and Chicago would 
inevitably be reflected in more costly 
money and narrowed accommodation in 
the small cities and towns. The insuffi- 
ciency of the money supply for the needs 
of the ¢rop-moving season will bring on 
témporarily “hard times’’ all over the 
country. If any Senator honestly be- 
lieves that in helping to bring about 














such a condition he is safeguarding the } 


initerests of his constituents he is simply 
too ignorant for his high place. 

Tt is not too late even on the last day 
cf the séssion to enact this needed meas- 
ure of relief.

POLICE DISCIPLINE. 

Whatever may be the result of the trial 
of Inspector Cross—and we are confident 
that he will have the fair trial to which 
hé is entitled—there is something in the 
biisinesslike way by which it has been 
approached that appears singularly to 
impress the old hands of the force.

Mere color is neither a title nor a’ bar 
to office holding. It is not the color of 
the black man’s skin that is objectiona- 
ble to the men of the South who so ear- 
nestly oppose the appointments of black 
men to Federal offices; it is what lies 
under the black skin, the qualities and 
propensities, above all the incapacities 
of the negro race that the whites of the 
South have in mind and dwell upon when 
they protest against “negro domina- 
tion,”’ and when they take most effective 
measures against anything approaching 
“ social equality.’"’ The South has a root- 
ed belief that the negro belongs to an in- 
terior race; that neither by the enjoy- 
ment of political rights nor by education 
can he be lifted up very far. ‘That bet 
lief is widely shared also by Northern 


men. The Democrats of the South, there- ' 


fore, and the Republicans of the South 


-largely agree with them, see in the Pres- 


ident’s policy toward the negroes only an 
attempt to fly in the face of nature, an 
attempt to do what they felt themselves 
compelled by necessity and peril to undo 
when its accomplishment was sought by 
the legislation of the reconstruction pe- 
riod.

‘President that in his political dealing 


with the colored race he is “the mere 
doctrinaire,” he is “the man of mere 
theory who refuses to face facts.” Pres- 
ident Rooseve.t, again, declares that 
the attitude of the South will not have 
the effect of making him “ swervé oné 
halt’s bréadth to one side or the‘ other 
from the course” he has marked out, 
But if he pursues that course with per- 
sistency as well as with firmness he will 
be compelled to make not merely an oc- 
casional appointment of a colored man 
as Collector or Postmaster, but scores of 
such appointments in every Southern 
State—provided the negroes can bring to 
his attention men of their race who come 
up to his standard of qualification and 
character. When we see him only at 
rare intervals appointing a colored man 
to office we must conclude that after all 
color is a bar; otherwise that race, which 
in some of the Southern States consti- 
tutes a majority of the population, would 
be much more numerously represented 
on the Federal civil list. 

It might be difficult for the President 
to fashion an effective reply to the 
charge that his appointments of colored 
men stand for nothing but the assértion 
of a sterile principle, the continuance of 
an outworn and nearly abandoned pol- 
icy; and if it be added that in making 
them he does disregard the facts, .since 
he can point to no facts which justify 
the belief that the colored race has a 
future in politics or even that its past in 
politics has warranted the serious pub- 
lic measures taken by his party in its 
behalf, he will again be confronted with 
difficulties in framing his reply. ‘The 
logic of politics is never compulsory; 
otherwise the President. might be: com- 
pelled to go very far indeed in sustain- 
ing his declared policy—which is not yet 
in any marked degree his actual policy— 
of disregarding the color line in appoint- 
ments. Nothing but overwhelming 
armed force could fake that policy ef- 
fective if it were applied in any large 
measure. The South will not have it, and 
the attempt to bend the South to the 
Executive will in that matter would, of 
course, bring on. troubles which Mr. 
ROOSEVELT certainly would not wish to 
invite. The question is whether short of 
a full and logical application of the prin- 
ciple that color shall not be a bar to of- 
fice it is worth while to assert it in spo- 
radic instances. Each instance is a vexa-

ORGANIZED MENDICANCY IN LONDON 

London seems to be in great need of a 
Lord Mayor or other official who will 
have the courage and intelligence to im- 
itate the excellent example of Count 


‘RuMForp in dealing with mendicancy in 


Bavaria. Taking advantage of the gen- 
eral industrial depression, the ‘“‘ unem- 
ployed,”’ which includes a large propor- 
tion of those whose idlen untary 
and who would not work if they could 
find employment, have for some time 
past organized daily processions through 
the busine&’s streets and where crowds 
are likely to be met, with banners ap- 
pealing to the charitable and ‘collectors 
to work their way through the sidewalk 
throngs shaking boxes containing pen- 
nies and soliciting contributions. When 
the idea was a new one it was no doubt 
very impressive. The collections were 
so liberal and the division so satisfactory 
that the processions attained formidable 
proportions and were at times a serious 
interference with street traffic. As the 
matter became better understood the 
collections decreased and the demands 
of the marchers more insistent. There is 
now a very proper public demand that 
this daily farce be stopped. Those in 
need of help can be provided for in other 
ways more consistent with the institu- 
tions of civilized government; those who 


do not néed it should “not be permitted 


to beg, singly or in battalions. 
Investigations into the condition of a 
great many of the ostentatiously “ un- 
employed ’’ who have taken part in these 
street demonstrations warrant the belief 
that at least 90 per cent. of the march- 
ing mendicants are of the class to whom 
all work is abhorrent, and who are al- 
ways unemployed in the sense of being 
without regular employment and prefer- 
ring to eke out a living by fitful jobs and 
equally fitful charity. A great city nat- 
urally collects a multitude of such peo- 
ple, and if permitted to make themselves 
conspicuous they will quickly establish 
conditions which, for the, industrious and 
thrifty, are intolerable. This has hap- 
pened in London. The suppression of 
these street demonstrations is now de- 
manded, and the principal difficulty in 
complying with this demand grows out 


‘of the reluctance of those in authority to 


adopt and enforce sufficiently stringent 
measures for the repression of mendi- 
cancy. It is undoubtedly true that there 
is a great deal of distress among those 
who live by unskilled labor in and about 
London, and throughout the United 
Kingdom, but those most deserving are 
not those most likely to take advantage 
of public toleration of daily street pa- 
rades accompanied by insistent begging, 
which alarms the timid and diverts from 
safer channels the alms of the sentimen- 
tally charitable. Rumrorp had a much 
more difficult problem to deal with in 
Munich than has ever existed in London, 
and the story of how he solved it in a 
day should not be forgotten by those 
upon whom devolve the simpler respon- 
sibilities of the moment. 


LAWLESSNESS IN WATERBURY. 

It would seem as if the citizens of 
Waterbury, Conn., who believe in law 
and order had reason to consider intol- 
érable the conditions existing in that city 
as the result of the strike of the street 
car operatives. Why they do not put a 
stop to them passes comprehension. It 
would require very little more than the 
moral courage to make a straightforward 
and intelligible announcement of an in- 
tention to deal in orderly and proper 
ways with lawbreakers, accompanied 
with notice to the police and rates 
that any laxity in preserving the public 
peace would be effectively punished. 

Every night the turbulent element 
which has defied and terrorized good 
citizens puts itself in evidence and in- 
flicts damage upon persons or property. 
On Monday, the city Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, who has made himself unpopular 
with the hoodiums by prosecuting those 
arrested for crimes against the public 
peace, was waylaid in the streets and 
mirderously attacked. He had been led 
into an ambush by a decoy message. If 
this does not find the limit of public pa- 
tience with miscreants, Waterbury de- 


.gerves to be mob ruled for the remainder 


of the twentieth century. Such condi- 
tions as exist in that city demand heroic 
remedies, and the longer these are de- 
layed the more difficult it will be to re- 
store and maintain order.

It is only the reputable among 
them, those whose visits to the place 
were entirely casual, and who took it 
for an ordinary barroom, lawfully open, 
who are likely to avail themselves of 
that remedy. But it seems that. there 
were such among the victims of the Cap- 
tain’s raid, and they would be teaching 
him a useful lesson touching the limita- 
tions of his powers if they supplemented 
the Mazgistrate’s disccurse with pro- 
ceedings on their own several accounts... 





APPENDICITIS INSURANCE. 

The latest novelty among the speculat- 
ors in insurance has made its appear- 
ance at Lioyd’s, in the shape of insur- 
ance against expense or death from ap- 
pendicitis. The applicant who is free 
from a well-defined or discoverable. pre- 
disposition to inflammation of that in- 
convenient and apparently inexplicable 
organ, the appendix vermiformis, for an 
annual premium of 5s. gets a policy 
guaranteeing his direct expenses tf he 
has to undergo ah operation, up to the 
amount of £200, and if he dies during or 
in consequence of such operation the des- 
ignated beneficiary receives a lump sum 
of £200. The new scheme is said to be 
taking very well and large numbers of 
such policies have been written. The 
scheme is legitimate enough, and takes 
its place with specialized accident insur- 
ance. From the point of view of the un- 
derwriters, however, it may be found 
necessary to insert a clause in such poli- 
cies making their possession confidential 
between insurers and insured. If the 
surgeons knew who held insurance of 
this kind there is reason to fear,that the 
humber of operations immediately and 
imperatively necessary would sho.v an 
alarming increase. 











TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Thanks to the length of time that so 
often separates the acceptance and the 
publication of a magazine article, one in 
The March Cosmopolitan ¢ontains a pict- 
ure and a paragraph that would almost 
certainly have been eliminated had the au- 
thor done his work within the past few 
weeks. And that would have been a pity, 
for both the picture and the paragraph 
have gairted particular interest from the 
course of recent events and bear directly 
upon a current controversy of great public 
importance. The writer is Prof. CLARENCE 
A. Martin, who holds the Chair of Archi- 
tecture at Cornell, and his subject is “* The 
Selection of a Home,” with special refer- 
ence to the effect upon health of drainage 
and the chatacter of soil. After giving 
some very good advice—which is réndéred 
slightly unpractical by the fact that most 
folks select the home they can get, not the 
one thoy would like—the professor presents 
a beautiful panoramic photograph of 
Ithaca, lying in its hollow of the hills, and 
then says: “ As the writer sits at his win- 
dow, overlooking the city in the valley, he 
sees literally hundreds of housés, many of 
them ample, and with a well-to-do air, and 
not a few of them elaborate and evidently 
the abode of wealth, built upon a low, fiat, 
sodden plain, with the low-water mark 
anywhere from two to six feet below the 
surface of the earth, and the high-water 
mark anywhere from‘the surface of the 
lawns to the level of the finst floor, and 
with cesspools and wells of drinking water 
hobnobbing in brotherly love in spite of 
the Beard of Health, a good sewerage sys- 
tem, and a fair city water supply.’’ Now 
that, it strikes us, is a most inconvenient 
expression of opinion about Ithaca as it 
has been for many years, coming as it does 
at just the time when the university au- 
thorities and their injudicious friends are 
making desperate efforts to prove that all 
responsibility for the deaths of almost a 
score of Cornell students from typhoid 
fever rests upon the municipality and the 
water company. Writing when no epidemic 
was in progress, Prof. MARTIN, while he 
did not, indulge in alarming prophecy, made 
his expectations sufficiently plain to all 
who can read between his lines. And what 
he saw from his window was doubtless 
seen by other members of the Cornell Fac- 
ulties and by several of the Trustees! A 
hint as to the quality of public sentiment 
in Ithaca is given in the professor's next 





j paragraph, which, after alluding to fine 


building sites innumerable on the hills sur- 
rounding the city, concludes: “ Let a con- 
siderable majority of the people prefer to 
live in the valley, with all of its unBear- 
able oppressiveness, rather than on the 
hillside, with its fine air, fine drainage, and 
perfect views, and, not only that, they must 
needs revile as a ‘freak’ one who dares 
exult in his freedom.’’ 

——Among the addresses delivered in the 
course of the exercises commemorating the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of Johns Hopkins, 
most attention has been attracted in the 
South by that of Dr. E. A. ALDERMAN, the 
President of Tulane University, whose sub- 
ject was “‘ The South—an Interpretation.” 
It was certainly a brilliant oratorical ef- 
fort, and while it contained something of 
the florid eloquence characteristic of other 
days, yet the thoughts of the new era 
formed its substance, and the past and the 
present were so contrasted as to win ap- 
plause from the representatives of both.

Buildings carried away one 
Spring are rebuilt during the Summer in 
the same places and conditions, and busi- 
ness is resumed in what looks exactly like 
a firm belief that what has always hap- 
pened in the past will never happen again. 
The result is an annual tax upon the re- 
sources of the country that foots up an 
alarming number of millions—all of it an 
absolute waste, and increasing by just so 
much the cotntry’s total expense account. 
Of course, convenience of position counts 
for much, and the river banks cannot be 
abandoned as places either of business or 
residence, but there is no obvious reason 
why at léast a part of the money sure to be 
lost next year under the present system 
of alternate destruction and reconstruction 
should not be invested in protective works 
calculated to prevent the destruction and 
make the reconstruction unnecessary.

ENGINEERING STANDARDIZATION. 


Big Results Expected from the British 
Committee’s Work. 


LONDON, March 2.—The report of the 
Engineering Standardization Committee has 
been completed.

Justice William J. Gaynor of the Su- 
preme Couft was the principal speaker at 
@ meetings of the Mens’.League of Christ 
Evangelical Lutheran Church at Lafayette 
Avenue and Broadway, Brooklyn, last 
night, his subject being “‘ What does Free 
Government Mean? ”’ 

During the course of his address he made 
many pointed allusions to what he termed 
the usurpation of the functions of the 
judiciary by the executive, which were un- 
derétood by many in the large audience to 
refer to variots recent methods adopted 
by District Attorney Jerome in obtaining 
evidence against alleged illegal houses. 

He was applauded vigorously. All officers 
of the law, he maintained, were creatures 
of the law, and bound to keep :-within its 
bounds. For any man to go beyond the 
law with motives however good, he said, 
Was dangerous and was not to be coun- 
tenanced for a moment. 

The speaker referred vigorously to the 
Jegisiation that has already been framed 
and is being framed by both State and Na- 
tion against trusts, and gave it as his 
opinion that no man with any knowledge 
of the history of commerce could be made 
to believe that any so-called anti-trust law 
was of any practical benefit. 

Justice Uaynor, who was introduced to 
the big assemblage ty ex-Mayor Charics 

. Schieren as ‘“‘ The Man of the Hour, the 

‘an of Destiny,’ began nis address by 
giving detailed definitions of a free gfov- 
ernment and a despotism. A free govern- 
ment, he said, was a government organized 
and maintained by the people themselves, 
with laws made by the people chemselves 
for themselves and executed by officers 
chosen by the people themselves. 

“ Always bear in mind,’’ said the speaker, 
“that the laws were made primarily and 
then were chosen men as:instruments to en 
force these laws. So it was in the begin- 
Buc so it is now, the law takes precedence. 

officers as are elected to enforce 
them are subject to the will of the peo- 


ple. 

“As Justice Miller, one of the 
Judges that ever adorned the Unite 
Supreme Court bench, said; ‘ No man in this 
country is so high that he is above the law.’ 
No one can listen with patience to a man 
who comes into office for a brief term and 
mae that he can’ do things outside the 


eatest 


= No man is so good that he can go 
beyond the law, and there is .no more dan- 

gerous man than the well- -meaning ‘.good ’ 
eriicial who attempts to go beyond the iaw. 
it we have a good Mayor or a good Prose- 
cutor, they should keep strjetly within the 
law, tor later on they be succeeded 
by bad officials who will 1 follow their goud 
prececessors in overstepping the law.’

eech at Gettysburg, in which the Presi- 
deat in hisspercra tion ‘referred to the ‘‘ gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, and 
for the people.’ ** People,”’ the Justice 
gaid, *‘ did not refer to people without visi- 
ble means. of support, but to the well-to-do, 
the prosperous American people.”’ 

He then quoted a number of sections of 
the Constitution, which he said were es- 
pecially formed to safeguard the individual 

ts of the people. He said that the 
Constitution ofthe country and the Con- 
stitutions of the States could be outgrown

your fathers,’’ he continued. ‘You, the 
Foonle. can easily change them. Likewise 
the laws can be changed. The laws are be- 
ing constantly changed by the Anglo- hon 
Pita These posers are constantly repeat.

ngs ‘Therefore, with such recourse, it is 
hardly the thing for any official to under- 
take to transcend the laws. They are your 
safeguard. All the powers from the Presi- 
dent down to the policeman cannot molest 
you except by law.’’

“No warrants shall issue, but upon fob. 
able cause supported by oath or affirma- 


on,”’ &c. “It is such safeguards as this,” 
e continued, 





“that make every man’s 
mé his castle. I mention such laws as 
hese #0 that you will have a — — of

hen, is the law to be adminis- 
tered? bl you have a suspicion about a 
Rouse, instead of having it sacked, watch 
Watch it carefully. If you finally see 
evidence that the law is being violated 
there, go to a Justice and get a warrant in 
an orderly manner. If it should turn out 
that the house is so orderly that you find 
nothing to justify the swearing out of a 
warrant, why, then; in all conscience go 
home and let. it alone. 
‘Even the statute of our State forbids 


: the existence of.a disorderly house within 


feet of your home under the Landlord 
and Tehant act. Under this act you may 
get rid of it. The law is ample, the law is 
orderly. 

“The first demand of the law is to keep 
within the law. Let.us not be the first to 
let go of these safeguards and let abuses 
creep in. Free government is a government 
ofilaws, not men. 

Justice Gaynor later approached the trust 
question. e —* in this State an anti- 
trust law,” he sa ‘Nearly every State 
in the Union has an anti-trust law, and in 
— — they are grinding out similar 

far as we can trace back there 
never was one of ‘these laws that did not 
prove a’rank: copys oo) and that did not do 
more harm than good 

“No one who has read. the history of 
eommerce can ‘refrain, from saying on ' 
this subject ‘go slow.’ Clamor is a very 
poor guide. It is strange what a lot: of 

noise a few noisy persons can make. Leg- 
islation along this line should be dore by 
the most careful investigation and not 
to satisfy any clamor of the hour. 

“IT think that the whole trouble. will 
ab ache pd simmer down to a question of 
Fal lroad rates. This, I think, is the seat. 

he railroads, we must remember, aré pub- 
lic highways, and when a few men can get 
packages carried over the public highways 
cheaper than the remainder of the people 
things have reached a deplorable state.

David Reich is-a livery stable keeper in 
Brooklyn.

after having stabled his horses at Reich's 
place he was told by the person in charge 
to put certain persofal property which he 
had in his carriage in the office of the 
stable.
